The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims in this case is the inclusion of a seed meter transfer and 
storage apparatus in combination with a seed meter with an L-shaped flange, where the 
seed meter transfer and storage apparatus contains a plurality of upward extending 
members with a slot formed to receive the seed meters in combination with the other 
elements recited which is not found in the prior art of record.
